I often 
think of the Psalm “I awiill lift up 
mine eyes unto the hills from 
whenice ‘cometh my help,” My help 
comes from the hills themselves. 
They never fail to give it. It was 
always fun going unencumbered 
with only iunich and camera. They 
stood on their rocky bases, as they 
were approached. Then came. that 
moment when the crest was finai- 
ly reached, I tasted ithe view and 
the, uplifting feeling and all was 
complete, It was like. redisicover- 
ing the valleys. Often lakes and 
swamps and even signs of beaver 
Were seen, Here Nature was in 
control. To stand on top, any goal 
seemed possible, any of life’s dis- 
mays: fell away. 

(Different flowers .‘“‘take’’ the 
mountains as they do the fields 
and valleys and add beauty to the 
granite ledges. 

I remember how I'd turn all 
around to catch every inch of the 
view and I’d sometimes discover a 
cairn, ‘built a few rocks ata time, 
a guide post to a climber. 

I bent agaim to the pea-picking 
while I “descended the trail’? and 
my feet were set on the moun- 
tain’s bare shoulders. One foot 
ahead of the other, over a few 
fallen snags, across naked rocks, 
and often through a brook, 

So by the time I lad finished 
picking the row of peas I had 
“reached the parked car’ and as 
always. after a mountaintop climb 
I was glad to rest my back and 
again: be among the minor trea- 
sures of my valley. é

The group is attending a Sum- 
mer Institute for Teajchers of gift- 
ed and talented children, and 
learning to develop techniques and 
methodologies, for teaching exicep- 
tional students in their respective 
schools, 

‘Tite 21 teachers and two admin- 
istrators are employed by the De- 
partment of Defense Dependents. 
Schools (D.0.D.D.S.) a public 
school system serving children of 
armed forces personnel overseas. 
The system ‘has 134,000 students, at- 
tending 271 schools localted in 20 
countries througliout the world. It 
employs 8,000 teachers and ranks. 
as the 6th largest American school 
system, DODDS is headquartered 
in Alexandria, Va., where it super- 
vises five regional districts. These 
are the Atlantic Region (England, 
Belgium, Norway, iceland, Ber- 
muda and the Carribean): Ger- 
miany; the Mediterranean, region, 
7-Panama, and the Patcific Re-

FIREARM TRAINING TO BE 
REQUIRED FOR ME. HUNTERS 
BEGINNING IN 1986 

Beginning in 1986, ianyone wish- 
ing to hunt in Maine for the first 
time vill have te have completed 
a firearms. safety course. 

Fish and Wildlife Commissioner 
Glenn Manuel said his. department 
would comply with the new law, 
passed by the 111th Maine Legisla- 
ture, by cooperating with private 
and public organizations to provide 
training programs for individuals 
in the safe handling of firearms. 

The mandatory training program 
will be expanded from Maine’s 
voluntary hunter training program 
currently being conducted by the 
department in coopemation with 
fish and game clubs, civic groups 
and some schools throughout the 
state, Instructors are trained by 
the department’s hunter safety 
program directed by Safety Officer 
Gareth Anderson,

. Ore Mountain in 1943, Two years 


later, Katahdin Inon Works was 
formed and operated continuously 
except for the nine years between 
1865 and 1878 until 1890. Annual 
production averaged 2,000 tons of 
raw iron, 

From 1872 to 1890, Katahdin 
Iron Works employed 200 workers 
and owned several homes, two 
large boarding houses, a tows hall, 
a school, ia post office, a company 
sbore, a photo sation and two farms 
to produce hay for the homses. 
Founteen ‘charcoal kilns provided 
fuel for the blast furnace. 

‘A railroad wags built to Katahdin 
Iron Works from Bangor in 1882. 
Ten thousand cords of wood were 
needed by the community each 
year. Competition from the Mesabi 
Range ore fields in Minnesota end- 
ed the profitability of K.LIW. 

Eastman, a native of Bridgton 
is. a graduate of the University of 
Maine at Orono and holds a Ph.D. 
from Florida State University. He 
has lectured and written widely on 
‘Maine history.

“A motorist criminally conviict- 
ed for Operating Under the Influ- 
ence (O-U-I) in Maine faces a 
minimum of 48 consecutive hours 
in jail, minimum $350 fine and 
minimum loss of license for 90 
days. The law is tough because 
none of the penalties can be sus- 
pended.” said Col. Allan H. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine State Police. 

Weeks said loss. of license can 
be up to one year. In addition, a 
motorist Operating Under the in- 
fluence will automatically be 
charged ‘with criminal O-U-I if 
he/she was driving more than 30 
mph in excess of the speed limit 
or attempting to elude :a police of- 
ficer which resulted in the prose- 
cution for O-U-I.

Sidewalks Are For Walking 
Quite possibly it ism’t any more 
prevalent than it has been in years 


past, but it appears to many that | 


the practice of riding bicylcles on 
sidewalks is more in “fashion” 
this summer. This. creates a dan- 
ger to pedestrians who seek to wtil- 
ize a sidewalk for its intended pur- 
pose. 

The riding of bicycles on side- 
walks creates an especial hazard

In Maine, unless a community 
has ordinances creating specilal 
mules, bicycles are subject to the 
same tnaffic rules as motorized 
vehicles, Like motorized vehicles, 
cars, trucks, mopeds, motorcyicles, 
ete., bicycles should be operated 
on the right hand side of the road- 
way. Unfortunately some bicyclists 
operate as if they were pedestri- 
ans, on the left side of the road.
